Washington (AP)—The secretary 
of agriculture would have the pow­ 
ers of an absolute monarch in the 
futures market under the Capper 
and Dickinson bills to regulate grain 
exchanges. 
In the first place, no person iii the 
United States could handle or exe­ 
cute orders for future delivery un­ 
less the secretary gave him that au­ 
thority. 
The bills require that all commis­ 
sion merchants, brokers and corre­ 
spondents be licensed or not allowed 
to trade. Any license could be re­ 
voked for cause. 
Subject to Approval 
Once licensed to trade, the in­ 
dividual would And every move he 
made subject to the secretary's ap­ 
proval. 
In effect, the whole fabric of fu­ 
tures trading would be subjected to 
the personality, Intelligence and prl- 
fate convictions of one man. 
Traders have voiced objections to 
such control of their fortunes by a 
public official. 
Peter B. Carey, a vice president of 
the Chicago board of trade, says ad­ 
ditional federal restrictions ought 
result In the exchange closing. Un­ 
der the present system exchanges 
make their own rules. 
Stabilisation Criticized 
Carey charges that because of tile 
government's 
wheat 
stabilization 
policy the volume of futures trad­ 
ing lias been greatly reduced. 
In defense of stabilization. Chair­ 
man Legge. of the farm board, says 
that March and May wheat retain 
their value while July wheat and 
corn futures, both open to specu­ 
lation, have suffered deflation. 
Legge says he doesn't believe the 
exchanges are going to close if new 
restrictions are added, but that 
elimination of short .selling prob­ 
ably will become necessary because 
of the “Impossibility of regulating 
such sales satisfactorily to prevent 
market manipulation.” 


Raise Standards 
For Teachers In 
Many Communities 


Washington (AP)—An over-sup­ 
ply of teachers has led to more ex­ 
acting requirements for entrance 
to 
teacher-preparing 
institutions, 
the national education association 
reports. 
A number of cities and states now 
r^u ire a minimum of three years 
above high school for certification 
of teachers. 


Greece Bars Children 
From Foreign Schools 


Athens (AP).—Fearing that thou­ 
sands of Oreek children were learn­ 
ing to speak foreign languages bet­ 
ter than their own, the senate has 
passed a law prohibiting native pu­ 
pils from attending foreign schools 
until they have passed the sixth 
grade. 
The only exception were the three 
American schools which alone were 
found living up to regulations for 
instruction in Qreek. 
There ara 4C primary aud sec­ 
ondary foreign schools in Greece, 
23 French. 18 Italian, three Ameri­ 
can and two German. They have 
9.380 pupils.
